Payments were made in 
1882 to Committees on account of the instruction given by 1,8-57 
tea^era Of the students examined in 1882, 43,331 were from 
classes imder the Department, while 7>290 were external can- 
didates. The number of schools — each institution where science 
instruction was given being counted as a school — had increased 
in 1883, to 1,421, with 6,281 classes in diflTerent subjects, and 
72,054 students imder instruction. 

In 1867 the special examination for teachers' certificates was Abolition of 
abolished, and it was decided that any person who passed in the tK foj^h-*" 
advanced stage, or in honours, at the ordinary general examina- ®™* 
tion in May should be qualified to earn paymente on results. 

In the same year a system of aiding local efiects in establishing Local Exhibi. 
Scholarships and Local Exhibitions was founded by the De- lirKf*^*''^ 
partment with a view to assist, and carry forward the instruc- 
tion of, students who showed an aptitude for Scientific instruc- 
tion. 

Mr. (now Sir Joseph) Whitworth, in 1868, founded scholar- I^JSiJShfpe 
ships of the total value of SflOOL a year, and vested them in the inises. 
Lord President or other Minister of Public Instruction for the 
time being, for the purpose of promoting the mechanical industry 
of this country by aiding young men in acquiring proficiency 
in Engineering. In the first year, 1868, 60 Exhibitions of 25f. 
each were given to various educational institutions to be awarded 
to deserving students to enable them to prepare themselves for 
the first scholarship competition in 1869. In this year, and each 
successive year up to 1873 inclusive, 10 scholarships of the value 
of 100?. a year each for three years were awarded, ^fhe competi- 
tion was open to all Her Majesty's subjects under 26 years of 
age, and it consisted partly of examinations in certain specified 
theoretical subjects, and partly of tests in practical workmanship, 
the number of marks to each being so arranged as to give as 
nearly as possible an equal chance to the highly qualified student 
and the skilled workman. A certain minimum of theoretical 
knowledge was required from the workman and of pi-actical skill 
from the student, but all were left free to obtain this knowledge 
and skill in the way most convenient to themselves. Of the 50 
scholars appointed under these rules 31 are now believed to be 
engaged in business or professional work, 11 in teaching, 2 are 
dead^ and with reference to the remaining 6 the Department has 
no information. 

From 1874 to 1878 six scholarships were awarded annually. 
The value of these scholarships was also lOOL a year as under 
the previous rules, but there were in addition a large number of 
prizes, ranging from 20i. to 2001. each, given from the endowment 
fond, the arrangements being such that it was possible for the 
same scholar to receive during his tenure of the scholarships a 
total amount of 800^. The limit of age on appointment was

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m 1856 the Training Colleges for Teachers under tlie Educa- 
tion Department, Whitehall, were fii*st examined in drawing by 
the Department. The examinations were at first conducted by 
Her Majesty's Inspectors, but afterwards by Officers of the De- 
partment. In the same year the system of " Building Grants " 
for Schools of Art was commenced. In 1862 payments on Cer- 
tificates to the Teachers of Elementary Schools were abolished, 
and tjie whole of the payments to the school were ma(Je depen- 
dent on the results of examination. Minutes were passed in 
1863 extending this principle to the Schools of Design, and to 
the Schools of Art, the Masters of Schools of Design who Lad held 
direct appointments from the Board of Trade being pensioned. 
At the same time Local Scholarships and National Sdiolarships 
irv^ere established, the latter, 15 in number, to enable advanced 
students, who were or intended to become, designers or manufac- 
turers' draughtsmen, to prosecute their studies in the Art Train- 
ing Scliool and Museum at South Kensington. 

This change led to the appointment in 1864 of a Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons to inquire into the constitution, 
"working, and success of Schools of Art ; and its recommendations 
were adopted as far as they were found practicable. 

In 1865 provision was made for the establishment of Night 
Classes for instruction in drawing as distinguished from Schools 
of Art. In 1876.it was decided to remove the limitation by which 
aid to " Night Classes," was restricted to classes held after 6 p.m., 
and to extend the some aid to Art classes held in any sdiool 
or other institution complying with the rules of the Department. 

In 1857 the number of students instructed in Local Schools 
of Ai-t was 12,509, in the I'raining School at South Kensington 
396, and in Elementary and other Schools by the teachers of 
these Schools, 43,212, while the number of students taught in 
the Schools of Design before the establishment of the Department 
waa 6,997. 

Aid towards the promotion of Art instruction is now given : — 

(a.) To Elementary Day Schools where drawing is taught 
concurrently with reading and writing. 

An examination of the children and pupil teachers of a school 
is held once in the year, about the time that it Ls examined by 
Her Majesty's Inspector. Payments are made of Is. 6d. for 
each child who shows that he can draw to scale, and of la., 
Is. 6d., or 28. 6d., according to the merit of the papers worked, 
in respect of the other 1st grade subjects — freehand drawing 
from copies, from models, and practical geometry. A payment 
of 5s. is also made for subjects in which a child passes the exami- 
nation, and of lOa. for each subject in which a paid monitor or 
pupil teacher passes, in respect of the 2nd grade subjects — free- 
hand, geometry, perspective and model drawing. First grade 
prizes are given to those children, and 2nd grade prizes to those 
pupil teachers, who attain a certain standard of efficiency. 

(b.) To Training Colleger for the teachers of Elementary 
Schools,

In 1883-84, 4,653 Elementary Day Schools at which 774,000 
children and pupil-teachers were taught drawing, of whom 
514,000, were examined — ^the payments on results amounting to 
31,000i. 

48 Training Colleges, where 819 students and teachera obtained 
drawing certificates, were aided by grants amounting to 1,246Z. 

The sums granted towards the cost of buildings for Schools of 
Art were 1,264Z. Is. Sd. ; towards providing fittings, 908Z. 98. lOd ; 
and towards the purchase of Art examples, &c., 97 IL 12«. 4c?. 

The whole number of persons who received instruction in Art 
insomefoim through the agency of the Department was 843,135. 

The following table shows the numbers receiving instruction 
in Art during the years 1872 and 1882 compared: —

as admission fees to the South Kensington Museum on students' ships. 
days during the exhibition in 1863 of the wedding presents of

The principal Officer of the Art Division was originally called Administration 
the '^Art Superintendent" (1853). This title was in 1857 gi^JS^ 
changed to that of " Referee for Art and Inspector General for 
Art" (1865). In 1875, on the resignation of Mr. Redgrave, R.A., 
that office was abolished, aud that of " Director for Art " created, 
together with that of " Principal of the National Art Training 
School," the two posts being held by Mr. E. J. Poynter, R.A. 
The title of the Second Officer of the Division, Mr. H. A. Bowler, 
was at the same time changed from that of " Official Inspector 
for Art " to that of " Assistant Director for Art." In 1882, on 
the resigniitioD of Mr. Poynter, the tv^o posts of " Director for 
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In 1861 tbe Board of Trade appointed a Committee to ^JJK'JSf"'^ 
select objects for pm*chase notable "entu^ly for the excellence Bxhiwtionof 
" of their Art or workmanship " to the amount of 5,000Z. jfrom ^*^ 
the Great Exhibition of that year.

It was then proposed that an annual vote should be taken Proytaionfor 
for the formation of a systematic Collection of Manufactures of Mu^m. 
all periods. This was apparently the first of its kind in Europe.* 
The First Report of the Department of Practical Art states that 
a "collection of specimens which should illustrate both the 
** progress and the highest excellence attained in manufacture, 
" both as to material, workmanship, and decoration, had long 
*' been a most desirable object, and considered indispensable to 
" instruction. Indeed a Museum presents probably the only vaiueofa 
** effectual means of educating the adult, who cannot be expected JS^So? 
•* to go to school like a youth, and the necessity for teaching the instruction. 
" grown man is quite as great as that of training the child. By 
*' proper arrangements a Museum may be made in the highest 
" degree instructional." 

In 1852, in view of a proposal to purchase additional objects Aid to Local 
for the Museum, a Minute was passed approving of a proposal ^^^o**®'^'*- 
by Mr. Cole that local Schools of Art should have the privilege 
of purchasing objects from the central museum which might be 
dispensed witii at half the prime cost. Specimens had heretofore 
been presented to the schools. In future, gifts were to be few, 
and exceptional. Thus the principle of both forming a central 
collection and encouraging the establishment of local Museums 
was established. 

With the object of making the Collections of Art useful to the Circuwing 
Provinces as. well as to the Metropolis, selections of objects from pSvinc^*^* 
the Museum, and Photographs and Drawings of others which *^""«*- 
were not easily removable, were lent for study and exhibition to 
provincial Schools of Art. (Second Report of the Department of 
Science and Art, p. 36). This was the commencement of the 
system of circulation of objects throughout the country. 

Towards the end of 1852 the Bandinel Collection of pottery Early additions 
and porcelain was acquired. A Special Loan Exhibition of tectSont'* ^*" 
Furniture was held by the Department in 1853, at Gtore House, 
Kensington, when a collection of Studies from the Life by W. 
Mulready, R.A., was also exhibited for the instruction of students 
in the anatomical and figure class. Purchases to the extent of 
8,583/. were made in 1854 from the collection of Mr. Bemal, 
principally of specimens of Pottery and Porcelain, Majolica^

Committee of Ooancil on Education to sanction ite maintenance, 
revision, and development. 

Standing Committees have been appointed as " referees or 
'' advisers as to purchases, elimination of objects, cataloguing, and 
" general arrangements," on the Science Collections, the Naval 
Models, the Food Collection, the Animal Products Collection, 
the Collection of Economic Entomology, the Structural Collection, 
the Fish Collection, and the Educational Museuma Collections 
such as these require constant sifting, the elimination of obsolete, 
and the incorporation of new and important, objects. Little, if 
anything, has been done for years, except in the section of 
Mechanics, to bring the collections up to date because of tlie 
imcertainty, not only as to what form this branch of the Museum 
was ultimately to take, but as to how long the limited area norw 
allowed to it could be retained. A considerable part of the 
collections mast consist of loans, and it was not thought advisa- 
ble to ask instniment makers* and others to send objects which 
it might be necessary almost immediately to return. It does 
not appear from the reports made by the Committees that any- 
considerable proportion of the objects now exhibited should be 
discarded. And thoroughly competent authorities have stated 
that the collection of models for the teaching of Mechanics is 
better and more -complete than that in any other institution in 
Europe or America. As the idea of teaching Mechanics by ex- 
periment and illustration, or otherwise than purely mathematically, 
is of very recent date, the importance of this- collection is evident. 

The Patents, Designs, and Trade Marks Act, 1883 (46 & 47 
Yict c 57.) transferred the control and management of the 
Patent Museum from the Commissioners of Patents to the Science 
and Art Department It gave at the same time (sec 42) power 
to the Department to require a patentee to furnish it with a 
model of his invention on payment of the cost of manufacture. 

In December 1883, therefore, the Lords of the Committee erf 
Council on Ekiucation appointed a Committee to advise them as 
to the existing Patent Museum considered in connexion with 
the Mechanical Section of the South Kensington Museum, 
especially as to what objects in their opinion should be retained 
by the Science and Art Department for the various sections of 
the Science Museum, and to offer suggestions as to the scope and 



* There appears to lie some misapprebensioii as to these Ulastrations of Scientific 

Apparatus which are sometimes supposed to be mere *' trade adyertisements." Thej 

are trade advertisements in so far as the makers* names and the prices are affixed 

to them. Their usefulness depends on this. They are exhibited to enable teachers 

and others to compare and select. The instrument maker, howeyer, is not permitted ' 

to exhibit what he pleases ; but only that which is considered to be of use for the 

purposes of this Department. One of the uses is directly connected with the 

administration of the Parliamentary grants. Aid is granted to the Schools in the 

purchase of Apparatus and Diagrams specified in the Department's lists. The 

y be purchased from any maker provided he exhibits type specimens for 

n the Museum. It would be unjustifiable, even if it were possible, to 

naker a monopoly. It is therefore necessary to impose this condition 

and guarantee against fraud. 
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IX. In regard to the second Division, that of machinery showing tlie 
application of mechanical principles to the Constructive Arts, it has alreafdj- 
heen stated that although many of the articles from the Patent Muaeuni, 
and from the collection of objects from the South Kensington Museiun 
proper, are of great value, they form in but very few cases a complete illus- 
trative series, llie power acquired by the Government of demanding from 
Inventors models of the inventions patented by them will be extremely 
valuable, if the selection is made with judgment; but inasnauch as tins 
power applies only to -future inventions, it is evident that it is insufficient 
of itself to form such a collection as will adequately illustrate the state of 
Mechanical Art even if all important inventions were patented, which is 
not the case. For such a purpose it will be necessary to prociire illustratioiis 
of Machinery of various kinds, many of which might be working sections 
in wood. 

X. Doubtless many Machine makers would be ready to supply models or 
machines either gratuitously or at a very moderate price, and others sbould 
be constructed in the repairing workshop attached to the Museum. 

XT. The following are a few examples of the sub-divisions under which 
this portion of the Museum might be arranged : — 

1. Prime Movers. 

2. Machines for moving Weights. 

3. Machine tools. 

4. Machines used in Manufactures. 

5. Machines and Apparatus for Transport. 

G. Machinery and Apparatus used in Metallurgy and Mining. 

7. Machines used in Agriculture. 

8. Machinery for Lighting. 
And so forth. 

In some of the sub-divisions there might be models or other illustrations 
of the complete Establishment in which any given work is produced, shoe- 
ing the various stages passed through, from the raw material to the finished 
work. 

XII. In many cases drawings will be required as permanent illustrations, 
in other oases they may either temporarily or permanently take the place 
of models. 

XVI. The area of the present Patent Museum is as before mentioned 
insufficient for the proper display even of the objects which we recommend 
should be retained ; more room will also be required for the Specifications 
of Patents and for such drawings of machinery, &c. as may not be displayed 
on the walls. FloOr area well lighted, of from 40,000 to 50,000 square 
feet would be necessary to carry out effectively the proposals made by us. 

XV II. We consider that the system of lending specimens of the collection 
to the provinces, which has for many years been practised by the Depart- 
ment with so much advantage, should be followed in this division : care 
should of course be taken not to impoverish the collection at South Ken- 
sington by this course of action, and some additional expense for duplicates 
would be involved ; but the beneficial results to the country at large would 
amply repay the extra cost. 

XVIII. We have not considered it necessary to prepare an estimate of 
the cost of a suitable building. At the outset, and for a year or two to come, 
the Department should be prepared to spend a considerable amount of money 
in making the collection wnat it ought to be, but we believe that when this 
has been effected not more than about 5,000/. per annum need be expended 
on Machinery, Models, and Drawings. 

XIX. The vcrv large sums which have been received in past times from 
Inventors, and which according to present prospects are likely to be I'eceived 
in future, notwithstanding the great reduction in the Patent Duties under 
the Act of last Session, may fairly be taken into consideration in reference 
to the expenditure which we have suggested. This would be in confirmitj 
with the recommendations contained in the fourth Report of the Royal 
Commission on Scientific Instruction. (See extract appended.) 

XX. Though we have every reason to believe that the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education are fully alive to the great importance to 
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unless they were specially interested in them. Ajb the average 
number of visitors to the former was only 81,410, the large 
proportion of the visitors must have come with the express 
intention of seeking out and studying the latter. 

Objects in the Science Collection are of constant use in the 
instruction in the Normal School of Science. It is in fact tlie 
Science Musemn connected with the general College of Science 
contemplated by Sir C. Trevelyan and Sir Stafford Northcote 
in their report to the Treasury in 1853. The collections are 
specially useful for the classes of teachers brought up from the 
country annually for short courses in the Science School. 

The value of, indeed the necessity for, a Science Museum 
as lying at the base of Scientific and Industrial progress, which 
was foreseen in the Treasury Report above quoibed, has thus been

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Commission further expressed a hope that similar institutions 
might be established in various parts of the British empire, and 
they particularly called attention to the great advantages thctl^ 
India afforded for continuous observations at certain high level 
stations, which are so important in this matter. In 1876 a, 
large and influential deputation from the British Associatioii 
had an interview with the then Lord President of the Council, 
the Duke of Richmond and Gordon, to urge on the Government 
the necessity for taking action on this and other recommenda- 
tions of the Royal Commissioit. In replying to that deputation 
the Duke of Richmond stated that Mr. Lockyer had been 
transferred from the War Office to the Science and Art Depart- 
ment, and that facilities were being afforded him for carrying 
forward the researches bearing on this subject, in which he had 
been engaged for several years. 

Shortly afterwards a memorial was presented by a large 
number of eminent men of science on the same subject. They 
based their appeal for the formation of an observatory for astro- 
nomical physics on the fact, that in the opinion of a considerable 
number of scientific men there was a more or less intimate 
connexion between the state of the sun's surface and the meteor- 
ology of the earth, and they called attention to the fact that 
recent independent investigations on the part of several persons 
had led them to the conclusion that there was a similarity 
between the sun spot period, periods of famine in India, and 
cyclones in the Indian Ocean. They conclude by saying, " We 
" remind your Lordships that this important and practic^^ 
" scientific question cannot be set definitely at rest without tl 
" aid of some such institution as that, the establishment 
" which, we now urge." The Lords of the Committee of Coun< 
on Education referred this memorial to Pix)fessor Stokes, Pr 
fessor Balfour Stewart, and General Strachey for their opini< 
as to whether a commencement might not be made to give effe 
to the proposals of the memorialists by utilizing the chemical ai 
physical laboratories at South Kensington, and the detachmei 
of Royal Engineers stationed there.

Lord Sandon in his letter suggested that the Astronomer Roy

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(c\) The collection and discussion of the earliest observations 
of solar spots since the employment of photography. 

(d) The introduction of actinometric observations at grea^ 
heights, and the discussion of the best means both of making and 
recording such observations. 

(e.) The spectroscopic observation of solar spots with reference 
to the chief lines widened in each. 

(/) Laboratory experimcDts in connexion with the observa- 
tions made on the sun since the introduction of the new methoA 

(gr.) The reduction of the Indian photographs with the assist- 
ance of the Astronomer Royal. 

Qu) The taking of photographs of the sun on a large scale 
with refei-ence to the motions in spots, and on the general 
surface of the suu after the manner employed by Dr. Janssen at 
the Observatory at Meudon. 

(t.) The organization of eclipse observations and the discussion 
of the records obtained by them. 



SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 

Grants for Research were first made through the Science and 
Art Department in the year 1876-77, and the correspondemje 
which led up to them is printed at page 7 of the 24th Report 
of the Science and Art Department. In accordance with 
detailed recommendations made by the Royal Society and sub- 
mitted to the Treasury for approval by the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, a sum of 4,000Z. was annually 
allotted in amounts varying from 50i. to 800^. to persons engaged 
in original scientific research. These grants were in some cases 
personal and in others for the payment of assistants and for the 
provision of apparatus. The grants were originally made expe- 
rimentally for five years, and at the end of the financial year 
1881-82 the question of their renewal formed the subject of some 
correspondence with the Treasury. This is given at p. 43, of tlie 
29th Report of the Department. The Treasury then decided 
that the total should be reduced and be made in ftituie directly 
to the Royal Society, the Science and Art Department being no 
longer responsible for its administration. 



GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 



The Geological Survey of Great Britain was commenced in 
1832 by Mr. (afterwards Sir Henry) De la Beche in connexion 
with the Trigonometrical Survey under the Board of Ordnance. 
In 1845 it was transferred to the Office of Works, in which year 
also the Geological Survey of Ireland was begun imder Captai 
(afterwards Sir Henry) James, R.E. In 1853 the Geologic 
Survey of the United Kingdom was placed under the directio: 
of the Science and Ai't Department. In that year, also, 
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THE MUSEUM OF PRACTICAL GEOLOGY. 

This Museum originated from a representation submitted, in 
July 1835, by Sir Henry De la Beche to the Chaxicellor of the 
Exchequer. 

In 1837, Lord Duncannon, Chief Commissioner of Woods and 
Forests, allotted apartments in No. 6, Craig's Court, to receive 
the Museum of Economic Geology, as it was first named. It 
was transferred to a building specially erected for it in Jermyn 
Street, and opened to the public in May 1851. 

The Museum was designed to illustrate the Geology of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and to show the practical application of 
Geological Science. Thus, besides the strictly Geological Col- 
lections, it contains specimens illustrative of the ores of the 
useful metals, of their mode of occurrence, and of the methods 
of preparing them for smelting ; of mineral substances used in 
the construction of public works and buildings, and of those 
employed for ornamental purposes, or for chemical and metal- 
lurgical manufactures. The processes of converting these raw 
materials into industrial products, and the various arts connected 
with the mineral resources of the country are also illustrated. 

Models of mines, mining tools, and working models of mining 
machinery are collected with the view of showing the various 
modes of mining in different districts. 

In 1880 the Museum was enriched by the addition of a valu- 
able collection of minerals bequeathed by the late Henry Ludlam, 
Esq., of 174, PiccadiUy. 

The bequest includes the famous collection at Booksnea 
Surrey, which formerly belonged to the late Mr. Ch 
Hampden Turner, and the collection of minerals and meteoi 
which had been formed by the late Mr. William Nevil 
Godalming. It is estimated that the entire collection i 
have cost the testator about 15,000i. 

The Director-General of the Geological Survey is also Dire 
of the Museum, and the Staff* consists of (1) a Registrar, Gun 
and Librarian, (2) an Assistant Librarian, (3) an 
Curator.

MINING RECORD OFFICK 

This office was founded upon the representation of the Cou 
of the British Association made at the meeting held in N 
castle-upon-Tyne, on the 25th August 1838. This Memo 
called attention to "the expediency of establishing as soon 
" possible a National Depository for the preservation of d( 
" ments recording the Mining operations of the United Kingdc 
The Office was established, as a branch of the Museum of Pi 
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The conditions of the transfer are contained in letters ad- 
dressed, on the Ist April 1854, by Dr. (now Sir Lyon) Playfair 
to the Lord Provost of Edinburgh and to the Secretary of Her 
Majesty's Treasury ; in the resolution of the Senatus Academicus 
on the .4th April 1854 ; and in the deed of transfer. The chief 
provisions are : — 

That the Natural History Museum should be surrendered to, 
and placed imder, the sole control of the Government That tiie 
Natural History collections should be fiiUy available to the 
Professors of the University for instructional purposes, with the 
consent of the Director of the Museum. That the right of free 
admission for members of Senatus and students in the Natural 
History Professor's classes should be reserved — this privilege 
was subsequently extended to all matriculated students of the 
University. That the public should be admitted free on certain 
days — ^this free admission commenced on 8th October 1855. That 
the Senatus should be exempted from any liability for main* 
tenance. That the Professor of Natural History (who was then 
also the Regius Keeper of the Museum of Natural Histoiy) 
should continue in charge of the Natural History specimens, 
subject to future rules. And that he should be directly respon- 
sible to the Science and Art Department as respects the Natural 
History Collections. 

The buildings on the site of the intended Museum wei-e trans- 
ferred to the Board of Trade at the close of the summer of 1855 ; 
the contract for the erection of the first portion of the structure, 
designed by the late Captain Fowke, R.E., was signed in 1861, 
and the foundation stone was laid by His Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort on 23rd October 1861. On the completion of 
the first portion of the building the Natural History Collections 
were removed from the University. On 19th May 1866 the 
Museum was opened by His Royal Highness Prince Alfred. The 
second portion of the permanent building was completed in 1874, 
and opened to the public on the 14th January 1875. 

Professor George Wilson was appointed Director of the Indus- 
trial Museum of Scotland in February 1855. Professor George J. 
AUman entered on his duties as Keeper of the Natural History 
Museum in October 1855. 

In 1859 Professor Wilson died, and was succeeded (May 1860) 
by Professor Archer, who was styled Superintendent of the 
Industrial Museum. 

Professor Allman resigned his position in 1870, and Professor 
(afterwards Sir Wy ville) Thomson was appointed in his place. 
But after a time it was found that the position of the Regius 
Keeper was anomalous and led to difficulties. As Professor of 
Natural History he was responsible to the University, and as 
Keeper of the Museum responsible to the Science and Art De- 
Uttorganifl&tiou. partment. It was therefore deteniiined to sever the offices, and 
in the year 1873 Dr. Traquair was appointed Keeper of the 
Natural History Collections. 
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was taken for it in St. Stephen's Green in 1847, and the necessarj- 
alterations and additions were completed in 1852. Its original 
object had, however, already in 1847 been extended, on the 
recommendation of ite first Director, Sir R. Kane, and under the 
name of "Museum of Irish Industry and Government School 
" of Science applied to Mining and the Arts," it embraced the 
whole range of the Industrial Arts. In 1853 it was transferred 
from the Office of Woods and Forests to the then recently ci-eated 
Depai'tment of Science and Art. Several professorships were 
established in connexion with it, and in 1854 a Minute was 
passed detining the limits of the Royal Dublin Society, and the 
Museum of Irish Industry and School of Science applied to 
Mining and the Arts, respectively, as to collections ; and relieving 
the former of the superintendence of its educational staff. 

In consequence of the strong o|)position of the Royal Dublin 
Society the arrangements proposed by this Minute were consider- 
ably modified. The Government did not recede from their 
determination to maintain the Museum of Irish Industry as a 
separate institution, and not to support a double staff of pro- 
fessors. But to meet the wishes of the Royal Dublin Society, 
who strongly objected to part entirely with their educational 
staff, Mr. Cardwell, the then President of the Board of Trade, 
consented to create a committee, called the Committee of Lec- 
tures, who were entrusted with the general arrangement of the 
lectures which were common to both institutions, and were given 
partly in the lecture theatre of the Dublin Society, and partly 
in that of the Museum of Irish Industry. They were also 
given charge of the I^vincial lectures. The Committee con- 
sisted of four gentlemen elected by the society and four nomi- 
nated by the Gfovemment. The regular or systematic courses, 
as they were called, which were given in the Museum of Irish 
Industry were not under this Committee. 

This complicated system remained in operation till 18G5, when 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education passed 
a Minute, of which the following extract will show the arrange- 
ments then made : —

" Scientific Institutions and Instruction in Dublin. 

** (a.) My Lords take into consideration the Re]>ort of the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons on Scientific Institutions in Dublin, 18^, the 
Report of the Treasury Commission of 1862,* and the correspondence and 
various documents, &c. on the subject. 

'• {b.) The Vice-President stated the result of the investigations he had 
recently made on the spot into the several institutions in Dublin. 

"(c.) The Report of the Treasury Commission of 1862 recommended the 
abolition of the Museum of Irish Industnr, and the concentration of all its 
collections under the charge of the Royal Dublin Society, except that of the

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These payments amounted to about 602. a year. The State 
payments provided for the rest of its maintenance.* 

In 1868 the Government having decided to constitute a 
separate Department of Science and Art for Ireland analogous in 
its constitution to the existing Science and Art Department in 
London for the United Kingdom, appointed a Commission to 
repoi-t on the best means for carrying out this project The 
Commission consisted of the Marquis of Kildare, the Very Rev. 
C. W. RusseU, D.D., the Rev. Samuel Haughton, M.D., F.ILS., 
Q. A. Hamilton, Esq., Professor Huxley, F.R.S., Colonel Laffan, 
R.E., Professor Wyville Thomson, LLD., and Captain Donnelly, . 
R.E., who also acted as Secretary. 

The report states that — " After giving to the subject our most 
" careful consideration it seemed to us that the creation of an 
*' entirely dependent Department of Science and Art for Ireland, 
'' would involve the severance of the Science and Art Schools of 
*' that country from those of England and Scotland ; and would 
" thereby deprive the students of the Irish Schools of the great 
" advantage of Imperial competition, and so tend to restrict their 
" prospects to the comparatively narrow field afforded by tlieir 
'* own country which would undoubtedly be a disadvanta^ 

" Feeling therefore that the creation of a 

" separate Department of Science and Art for Ireland would be 
" detrimental to the interests of Science and Art in that country 
" we were obliged to apply for fresh instructions."

'' That this is strongly felt by the Irish stndents themselves is evident, finom 
the memorial which was sent the Treasury signed by 245 students in the 
Dublin School, when the scheme of a separate department was first mooted bj 
the promoters of the Royal Irish Institute. To students who are supported 
by the State there cannot be much difEerence as to convenience between 
residence in London and in Dublin, their expenses of transit being paid. As 
to which place they would prefer for its advantages in completing an ajrt 
education, there can be but little doubt. 

" llie idea of having a separate department whilst retaining a general com- 
petition, which, but that it has been urged by some of the witnesses, it would 
not be necessary to notice, is equally illusory. But little acouaintaaoe ^sirith 
competitions and examinations is necessary to know that tne subjects for 
competition must be clearlv defined, and that to secure success the instmction 
must be organised especially with this aim. Unless the course of instruction 
pursued in Ireland was within certain limits precisely the same as that pursued 
m England and Scotland, the Irish students would not meet their competitorB 
on equal terms and would have no chance of success. 

" Unless a different course of instruction be established for Ireland — and 
there is nothing to show the necessity for it — ^there can bo no use in having^ a 
separate department. A double examination for Irish students would only l>e 
an unnecessary tax on them and on the State. 

" The utmost freedom is now allowed in the method of instruction, in fact 
there is no control in this nor in the especial bias which it shall receive. The 
only limit is that which is imposed on the teachers by the necessarily definite 
subjects of competition. 

** In the Royal College of Science, Ireland possesses an institution which, 
in the number of its professorships and general course of study, it more 
complete as a pure school of science than anything of the kind existing in 
Scotland or England. 

" We cannot close our remarks on this subject without adverting to an able 
address delivered by Lord Duffer in, in distributing the prizes to the Science 
school at Dundalk, during our sittings in Dublin. His Lordship called atten 
tion to the fact that one of the students of the school obtained the highest 
honours in a subject in competition with no fewer than l,39<) candidates from 
all parts of the kingdom, and manv others had done remarkably weU. It is 
obvious that the distinction acquired by these pupils would have been of a far 
lower order if the competition had been restricted to Ireland. 

• m * * * * 

"In conclusion we may say that the opinions of many of us on the 
question of a separate department have not been uninfluenced by the con- 
sideration, that so long as the instruction in Science and in Art m Ireland 
forms part of a great system spreading over the whole kingdom, it will 
probably continue, as it has commenced, unhampered by the political and 
sectarian differences which unhappily too readily obtain on all questions of 
education at the present time. 

'* We will now proceed to submit the conclusions at which, after the fullest 
consideration, we have unanimously arrived on the \*arious points of our 
inquirv. 

•' We regret our inability to carry out the Minute of the 22nd May in its 
literal integrity, by framing a plan for the formation of a separate Department 
of Science and Art for Ireland analogous in its constitution to the existing 
Science and Art Department in London ; as a mature consideration has con- 
vinced us that the formation of a separate department for Ireland would be 
detrimental to the interests of Science and Art in that country. We are of 
opinion, however, that all the advantages for Ireland proposed in that Minute 
may be practically secured by the arrangements indicated in the following 
recommendations : — 
" (a.) That in order to afford advantages and facilities to students, artisans, 
and others in Dublin, in some respects similar to those which are 
yielded by the South Kensington Museum in London, and in other 
respects, to those afforded by the Science and Art Museum in Edin- 
burgh, it is very desirable that there should be a Greneral Industrial 
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a spacious and commodious Library and Reading Room. The rooms 
now occupied by the Library might be appropriated to the luse of 
other scientific societies, reserring the rights of the Royal Oablin 
Society. 

" (k.) That the Natural History Museum of the Royal Dublin Society 8ho«ild 
be removed to a properly constructed building, and supphed with 
such funds and administration as may be required to develop it into 
a National Museum of Natural History. 

It has been proposed to erect buildings for a Museum of Econotnic 
Botany in tne Botanic Gardens at Glasnevin, and money has been 
taken on account in the estimates for that purpose. We conaider, 
however, that the erection of a building for this purpose in the 
gardens is to be deprecated, and that the collection may fitly form a 
part of the Science and Art Museum. 

That the Royal Dublin Society should be invited to hand over the 
Agricultural Museum to the Science and Art Museum. 
That the premises of the Royal Irish Academy being inscciirc, 
insufficient, and unsuitable for its purposes, it is desirable that the 
Academy should be transferred to a building, on the central site 
already indicated, adapted for its valuable collections; and that 
rooms should be provided for its meetings, administration, and 
library. 

That at the same time sufficient funds should be placed at the disposal 
of the Academy for the furtherance of its objects; and that the 
Academy shoula be invited to make arrangements for the exhilntion 
of its collection in connexion with the Department of the Science and 
Art Museum devoted to antiquities. 
(p.) That the appropriation of the premises in St. Stephen's Green to the 
purposes of a College of Science will render it necessary to find 
accommodation elsewhere for the officers and collections of the Irish 
branch of the Geological Survey of the United Kinf^dom. 
That as these collections will, no doubt, be permanently retained in 
Ireland ajs a record of the geological structure and history of the 
country, and as illustrative of its industrial resources, it would be 
desirable to find accommodation for them in the vicinity of the 
Natural History Museum. 

** (r.) That the collections of the Museum of Irish Industry still retained in 
the College of Science, may with advantage be transferred to, and 
form the nucleus of, the Science and Art Museum." 

The Recommendations of the Commission as respects the 
Royal Dublin Society and a new Science and Art Museum 
remained in abeyance for several years. On the 9th February 
1876, Lord Sandon, then Vice-President of the Committee of 
Coimcil on Education, who with Mr. W. H. Smith, Secretary of 
the Treasury, and Sir M. H. Beach, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
had a few months previously inquired into the subject on the 
sr>ot. addressed a letter to the Royal Dublin Society and the 
Academy asking for their support and co-operation

" xiv. The Natural History Museum would be under a curator paid by tlxt 
State as at present ; but he would be appointed by, and responsible 'to, t^bc 
Science and Art Department, and not to a Committee of the Royal Oublizi 
Society. It is not necessary here to consider the exact relations of this c»fl&c^e] 
to the Director of the Science and Art Museum, but they would probAbljr be 
somewhat similar to those of the Curator of the Natui*al History Musetiizi ixi 
Edinburgh to the Director of the Science and Art Museum. 

*' XV. The Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, would be under a Curator paid, bjr 
the State, as at present ; but he would be appointed by, and responaible to, 
the Science and Art Department. 

''xvi. The Director of the Science and Art Museum would act as 
Accounting Officer for all the votes of public money, and wuuld betheznedium 
of communication with the Science and Art Department." 

After some negotiation an agreement was come tx) witb 
both societies. The arrangement with the Royal Irish Academj^, 
which is given in the 25th Report of the Science and Ajrt 
Department, p. 10, provides for the transfer of its Museum to 
the new Science and Art Museum in Dublin, as soon as tJie 
building is ready to receive it, on certain conditions therein set 
rth. 

The agreement with the Royal Dublin Societj", embodied 
a Memorandum of Provisions supplementary to Lord San- 
»n's letter of the 9th February 1876, is dated 5th Mareh 
177, and is given in the 26th Report of the Science and Art 
epartment, p. 10. Under one of the clauses the Society 
idertook to assist in the passage of the BiU then before 
irliament. It is unnecessary to refer to the other clauses as 
ey eventually formed poi-tions of a further agreement the 
jtails of which are given in the subsequent paragraphs. 
The Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, 1877 (40 & 41 
ict. c. 234), transferred the Society's lands. Collections, and 
ibrary to the Government, in consideration of which the Society 
as to receive 10,000i.* 

Sect. 16 of the Act provides "that for the purpose of 
giving effect to the objects of this Act, and generally in 
furtherance of or in connexion with the same, it shall be law- 
ful for the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, or the 
Department and the Society respectively, to enter into all or 
any agreement, contracts, and arrangements (not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act) which they may think fit, 
and to do all acts, matters, and things necessary to carry the 
same into effect, and every such agreement, contract, and 
arrangement shall be of the same force and effect as if the 
same had been contained in this Act." 

The Agreement under the Act, one of the provisions of trhich 
as that the Society should cease to hold their Agricultural 
bows on the premises of Leinster House, formed tiie subject 

• very lengthy negotiations, the then Lord President of the 

* By a subsequent arrangement the Society alno mccived the materials of th^ 
^cultural Hail and Sheds which were removed from Leinster House. 
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Council, Earl Spencer, visiting Ireland on the subject in 
autumn of 1880, and was not concluded till Ist March, 1881. 

Sec. i. annuls the unperformed portions of the Memorandum 
of Agreement of the 5th March 1877. 

Sec. ii. provides that " the Society shall have such accommo- 
" dation in Leinster House free of rent and taxes as is sufficient 
'* for the functions of the Society still remaining to it in Science 
" and Agriculture, provided that the office accommodation for 
** Agriculture be the same with and no greater than such as 
" would be necessary for the Society's functions in Science, and 
*' provided that if hereafter any amalgamation shall take place 
*' between any section of the -Royal Dublin Society and another 
" Society sucli amalgamation shall not entitle the other Society 
*' to any rights of occupation in Leinster House unless a special 
*' sanction be obtained from the Government. The conditions 
** of occupation shall be the same as those accorded to the 
" Learned Societies in Burlington House." 

Sees, iii., iv., and v. provide for the immediate appropriation 
of the rooms in Leinster House between the Science and Art 
Department and the Society, 

Sec. vi. states that " the ai)propriation of rooms shall be liable 
" to revision by the Lords of the Committee of Council on 
" Education when the new Science and Art Museum is built, 
** provided that the Society shall not receive less accommodation 
** for such new arrangement than that provided, or agreed to 
** be provided, by the several clauses herein-before contained ; 
" and that a fair and liberal consideration shall be accorded to 
'* the wants of the Society ; and provided also that the right 
** of the Society to have and enjoy ultimately the accommo- 
'^ dation appropriated to it in Leinster House upon the same 
*' conditions of occupation as those accorded to the learned 
" Societies in Burlington House shall not be prejudiced or 
** affected by the provisions of the third and fourth clauses 
** herein-before contained." 

Sec. vii. that " the Society shall afford full and free access to 
" the public at all reasonable times to the scientific serials and 
** to the transactions and other publications of other learned 
•' Societies, reserved to them by the fourth section of the Dublin 
«* Science and Art Museum Act, 1877." 

Sec viii. provides for the'^ayment to the Society of the then 
unpaid residue of 25,000Z.* in consideration of which the Society 
was to discontinue to hold agricultural shows in Kildare Street, 
Dublin, and to provide lands and buildings for holding such 
shows elsewhere. The Government being discharged from any 
further claims in respect of the removal of such shows and of 
providing accommodation elsewhere. 

Sees. ix. and x. provide for the re-transfer of certain books to 
the Society, and for the Society in future providing its own staff

The Parliamentary grant of 300^. for the educational purposes 
of the Academy is paid through the Science and Art Depart- 
ment, and since 1862 the Academy has reported annually to it: 

The Exhibitions of the Academy, to which any person may 
contribute, are held annually, and comprise works of painting, 
sculpture, drawing, and modelling, designs in architecture, 
and unpublished engravings. The exhibitions are open to 
the public on payment of Is. or Qd, in the daytime, and Id. in 
the evening. 

The Schools of the Academy are a School of the Antique, open 
five evenings in the week under the supervision of the Keeper ; 
a School of the Living Model open on five evenings, and a School 
of Painting open five days in each week. It is a rule of the 
Academy that no student shall be admitted to these schools 
unless he produces a certificate from the Department of Science 
and Art that he has passed the' examinations of the Depart- 
ment in the four subjects of freehand, geometry, perspective, 
and object drawing of the "second grade." An examination 
of the whole of the students' works is held each year by the 
President and the Keeper of the Academy in conjunction with 
an Inspector of the Science and Art Department. Medals are 
awarded, and the Inspector reports to the Department the 
results of the examination and of his inspection of the Schools. 
There is an annual exhibition of the students' works, and a 
public distribution of medals ; and works executed in the 
schools of the Academy are admissible to the National Com- 
petition at South Kensington. 

The Schools are open 34 weeks, the average attendance 
weekly being 30 in the Life School and 20 in the Antique 
School 

The expenditure of the Academy for the year was 1,034J, 
leaving a cash balance of 63J. 188. 6c2., its receipts having 
amounted to l,098i, 11«., of which 300Z. was the Government 
Grant, and 503Z. 178. admission fees of the Exhibition.

Special Grants. 



This Society was founded in 1832. It first received Govern- 
ment aid (in the shape of an annual grant of 500i. through 
the Royal Dublin Society) in 1854, and reported to the Science 
and Art Department in 1856. From 1865 the grant of 500Z. a 
year was paid to it directly by the Science and Art Depart- 
ment. 

About the year 1865, special additional grants were made to 
meet exigencies and for the enlargement of the gardens and 
buildings. The amount of these grants was in 1866—7 
l,601i. 38. 9d, in 1867-8, 1,486/. 68., in 1868-9, 1,500?., or a total 
of 3,087i. 98. 9d. Since that date the annual grant of bOOl, 
has sufficed.

An inquiry into these Schools by a Select Committ 
House of Commons in 1849 showed that thejr ^-ere not 
satisfactorily. New principles of management ^were "i 
introduced in 1852 by the President of the Board o 
Mr. Labouchere, and by Mr. Henley who succeeded hi 
Council was abolished, and a " Department of Practia 
was constituted, with a General Superintendent ( Mr. C 
an Art adviser (Mr. Redgrave). The scope of this Dep 
was enlarged in 1853 by the Government of iK>rd Ai 
Mr. Cardwell being then President of the Board of Trade. 
In the Speech from the Throne at the opening of Par] 
that year Her Majesty stated that, "The advancement 
" Fine Arts and of Practical Science will be readily 
" nised by you as worthy the attention of a great ri 
" lightened nation. I have directed that a compreh 
** scheme shall be laid before you, having in view the proi 
" of these objects, towards which 1 invite your aid and co- 
" tion." A Science division was added, and the " Depar 
of Science and Art " was created. The title of the Chief E 
tive Officer was successively changed to " Joint Secretary 
Dr. Lyon Playfair] and Inspector," and " Inspector General 
The Department remained under the control of the Boa 
Trade until 25th February 1856, when by an Order in Co 
the Education Department was constituted to include, " a. 
" Educational Establishment of the Privy Council Office ; b, 
" Establishment for the encouragement of Science and Art, 
" under the direction of the Board of Trade, and csMed 
" Department of Science and Art ;" and these two Departm 
were placed under the Lord President of the Council, who 
to be assisted by a Vice-President of the Committee of Cou 
on Education. The title of the Chief Executive Officer 
changed to Secretary and General Manager, and subsequent!; 
Secretary of the Science and Art Department and Directo 
the South Kensington Museum. 

On the retirement of Sir Henry Cole, K.C.B., in May 1873, 
Department was reorganised and the then Assistant Secretary « 
Accounting Officer (MacLeod of MacLeod) was made an Assists 
Secretary of the Education Department and Principal Offi( 
at South Kensington. Directors of the Science, Art, and Museu 
Divisions were at. the same time appointed, and the Secreta 
of the Education Department, Sir F. Sandford, K.C.B., was ma 
Secretary, and given executive control, of the Science eini A 
Department. 

On Mr. MacLeod's retirement in December 1881, the Direck 
of the Science Division (Colonel Donnelly, R.E.) was appoint 
an Assistant Secretary of the Education Department and Chit 
Executive Officer at South Kensington. And in 1884 he waj 
on Sir F. Sandford's retirement, appointed Secretary and Per 
nianent Head of the Science and Art Department, retaining 
the office of Director of the Science Division. The o ""*'"'

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mie paymentB on results in 1872 amounted to 26,2012., and Payments on 
in. 1882 to 49,908t, <x at the rate respectively of 13«. 8d. and *^"'^ 
1.3a. 3^ per student under instruction. Payments were made in 
1S82 to Committees on account of the instruction given by 1,857 
'tea4^er& Of the students examined in 1882, 43,881 were from 
classes under the Department, while 7,290 were external can- 
did&tes. The number of schools — each institution where science 
instruction was given being counted as a school — ^had increased 
ixi 1884, to 1,463, with h,Wi classes in different subjects, and 
78,336 students under instruction. 

In 1867 the special examination for teachers' certificates was Abolition ot 
&l>olished, and it was decided that any person who passed in the ti^fo^^h-* 
a<l^v^iioed stage, or in honours, at the ordinary general examina- ^"* 
tion in May should be qualified to earn paymento on results. 

In. the same year a system of aiding local effects in establishing Local Brh^bi. 
S<diolarship9 and Local E2xhibitions was founded by the De- " "°"" 
j>&rtinent with a view to assist, and carry forward the instruc- 
i;ion of, students who showed an aptitude for Scientific instruc- 
t;ion. 

Mr. (now Sir Joseph) Whitworth, in 1868, founded scholar* ^^^^ 
sliips of the total value of 3,000Z. a year, and vested them in the in isST 
lLK>xd. Phresident or other Minister of Public Instruction for the 
tdme l>eing, for the purpose of promoting the mechanical industry 
of tlds country by aiding young men in acquiring proficiency 
in. Engineering. In the first year, 1868, 60 Exhibitions of 252. 
each, ^were given to various educational institutions to be awarded 
to deserving students to enable them to prepare themselves for 
tlie first scholarship competition in 1869. In this year, and each 
sncoessive year up to 1873 inclusive, 10 scholarships were awarded 
of tbe value of lOOi. a year each tenable for three years. The com- 
petition was open to all Her Majesty's subjects under 26 years of 
age, and it consisted partly of examinations in certain specified 
theoretical subjects, and partly of tests in practical workmanship, 
the number of marks to each being so arranged as to give as 
nearly as possible an equal chance to the highly qualified student 
and the skilled workman. A certain minimum of theoretical 
knowledge was required from the workman and of practical skill 
from the student, but all were left free to obtain this knowledge 
and skill in the way most convenient to themselves. Of the 50 
scholars appointed under these rules 81 are now believed to be 
engaged in business or professional work, 11 in teaching, 2 are 
dead, and with reference to the remaining G the Department has 
no information. 

From 1874 to 1878 six scholarships were awarded annually. 
The value of these scholarships was also 100^. a year as under 
the previous rules, but there were in addition a large number of 
prizes, ranging from 202. to 2002. each, given from the endowment 
fund, the arrangements being such that it was possible for the 
same scholar to receive during his tenure of the scholarships a 
total amount of 800Z. The limit of age on appointment was

collection of casts of Classic Sculpture illustrating the history of 

Oreek Art. This was completed and opened in October 1884. 

Besides accepting works of Art, on loan, for various periods 
for exhibition. Special Loan Exhibitions of particular branches 
of -Ajrt have been organised at different times. In 1862 there 
i^ras a Special Loan Exhibition of all classes of works of Oma- 
mental Art. In 1866 there was a Loan Exhibition of Minia- 
tirres ; in 1870 of Fans; in 1872 of Ancient Musical Instru- 
ments ; in 1873 of Decorative Art Needlework ; in 1874 of 
Elnamels on Metals; in 1881 of Spanish Art; and in 18S2 
of Scandinavian Art. During the years 1866, 1867, and 
1868, a series of Exhibitions of National Portraits, suggested by 
tlie late Earl of Derby, was held by the Department in the 
Soulhem Galleries overlooking the Royal Horticultural Gardens. 

In 1865, the Raphael Cartoons were transferred by the 
direction of Her Majesty the Queen from Hampton Court to the 
South Kensington Museum. 

Tlie India Museum was transferred to the charge of the 
Science and Art Department in 1879 by the India OflBce.

The duties of the referees, who are to be invited to act from

The permanent officers of the Department are to select from 
a.ixiorig the objects recommended by the Committee those which 
tliey recommend for purchase as coming within the means avail- 
able, as suitable for the special aim of the Science and Art 
Depai-tment and as desirable to complete the several sections. 

The objects belonging to the South Kensington Museum, and ofArt^^"*'* 
tihe books, prints, &c. of the Art Library, are, with some excep- ^^^' 
tions, lent to Musemns and Schools of Art in the country. The 
system of circulating Objects of Art (originals and reproductions), 
was revised by Minute of 29th March 1860, and a Report upon 
this function of the Science and Art Department was published 
as a Parliamentary paper in 1881. 

The loans are of two kinds (a) to temporary Exhibitions, and 
(6) to permanent Museums. 

Collections are sent to temporary Exhibitions at Schools of iSSy exM^' 
Science and Art, in connexion with the Department, and to oitions. 
Museums established under the Public Libraiies Acts or under 
Municipal Authority on the following conditions : — 

1. That adequate provision be made for exhibiting the 

collection. 

2. That the objects contributed by the Department only form 

a supplement to other contributions. 

3. That the security and safe return of the collection be guaran- 

teed. 

4. That the Exhibition be open to the public, both during the 

day-time and the evening. 

5. That artizan students of the School be admitted free ; that 

arrangements be made for admission of artizans not 
students in the School at a leduced rate on certain 
evenings ; and that in the eveut of the Exhibition re- 
maining open more than three months it be free at least 
on one day and one evening in each week.

the early Telegraph Instruments belonging to the Post Office,

; not carried out ; and the objects lent by the Commissioners 
Patents ^were shortly after its close returned to the Science 
in Collection. 

n 1879 (three years after the Exhibition of the Science Loan i^ettertoDuko 
lection), the President of the Institution of Civil Engineers from PreSdent 
ressed a letter to the Lord President of the Council, the Duke o?vii B^^S^r.. 
E^idimondy froA which the following is an extract : — 

A> xnore suitable place for such a gathering (the Conversa- 
ae of the Institution) it would be impossible to imagine, and 
Kink it xny duty to state that the many appreciative visitors 
bad tlie pleasure of receiving last night were unanimous in 
pressing their admiration of the value and importance of the ^ 
Bktional Collection contained in the Galleries in question. 
*' The Science and Art Department, as is well known, has 
ready very successfully promoted the application of Art to 
idnstrial pursuits. The subject of Technical Education has ever 
2ceived the earnest consideration of your Grace, and I hope 
ciay continue to engage the serious attention of Her Majesty's 
jtovemment. As one means to this end, I trust the Collection 
Df Engineering Models and objects will not only be maintained, 
but that hereafter it will be largely extended and systematised, 
so as to illustrate and popularise to the fullest extent the many 
applications of Science to the purposes of daily life." 

In 1879 the ground floor of the Eastern end of the Southern Srt gISiS?!* 
Galleries was given up to the National Portrait Gallery, to which 
previously the upper floor only . had been appropriated. This 
Eastern portion was then cut off from the rest, and a passage 
was constructed round it to give access to the Western portion 
of the Southern Gallery and to the Western Gallery in which 
the Science Collections of the Department still remained. 

In consequence of the danger from fire it was decided in July §^™2nS p

hension as to our opinion on the subject — ^to record our strong and earnest 
conviction that this is a matter of pressing and urgent importance not ouJj 
in rdation to the Scientific Education but also to the industrial progress of 
the country. 

Extract from the Fourth Beport of the Royal Commission od 
Scientific Instruction and the Advancement of Science, 18/4. 

"88. Although the question of the establishment of a Museum of 
Scientific Apparatus is more closely allied to the objects of our commission 
than that of a Museum of Mechanical Inventions, we think it right to call 
attention to the proposals made by a Committee (^ the House of Commons 
appointed to Report on the Patent Office Library and Museum. 

*'89. That Committee gave, in the following terms, their conception of 
the nature of the ' General Museum of Mechanic Inventions,' the establish- 
ment of which they contemplated : 

' It appears to your Committee that the chief purpose of a General 
Museum is to illustrate and explain the commencement, pro^^ress, and 
present position of the most important branches of meclumical invention ; 
to show the chief steps by which the most remarkable machines have 
reached their present degree of excellence ; to convey interesting and usefol 
information, and to stimulate invention.' 

"90. With regard to the funds which would be necessary for the establish- 
ment of such a Museum on an adequate scale, the Committee referring 
to a large sum which had accumulated from the fees paid by invent(»9 
(which fund at the end of the year 1871 amounted to 923,741/. 8*. Hi), 
stated that — 

' Your Committee consider that the principal object of the fees payalde 
under the provisions of the Patent Law Amendment Act was to provide 
for the proper working of that Measm«, and not for the purpose of 
increasing the general revenue of the country. Without entering upon 
the question whether or not a claim exists to nave the surplus exclusively 
devoted to the purposes of the Act of 1852, your Committee are of 
o^nion thdt for the future the annual surplus* revenue 'accruing from 
the operation of that Act should be so applied to the extent whidi may 
be necessary.' 

*'91. We agree with the Committee as to the general character of the 
objects to which the fund in cjuestion should be appropriated. 

'* 92. We consider that this fund, which is derived in great part from the 
Applications of Scientific Principles to various uses in the Arts and 
Inaustries of the country, would be very properly spent in bettering some 
of the conditions on which invention and discovery depend ; and we are of 
opinion that, among the uses to which a fund could be most advantageously 
applied, the establishment of such a Museum of Scientific Apparatus as that 
which we contemplate, would rank among the most important ; and we are 
convinced that such a Museum would have a material influence upon the 
spread of Scientific Instruction throughout the country, and would tnerefore 
largely foster Invention and Discovery." 

The interest taken by the public in these scientific collections 
is shown by the fact that during the five months and a half that 
the Science Loan Collection was open it was visited by 2G0,525 
persons ; and that the average number of visitors for each of the 
three years 1880, 1881, and 1882, was to the—

be new Science and Art Museum in Dublin, as soon as the 
»mlding is ready to receive it, on certain conditions therein set 
orth. 

The agreement with the Royal Dublin Society, embodied 
n a Memorandum of Provisions supplementary to Lord San- 
Ion's letter of the 9th February 1876, is dated 5th March 
L877, and is given in the 26th Report of the Science and Art 
Department, p. 10. Under one of the clauses the Society 
undertook to assist in the passage of the Bill then before 
Parliament. It is unnecessary to refer to the other clauses as 
they eventually formed portions of a further agreement the 
details of which are given in the subsequent paragraphs. 

The Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, 1877(40 & 41 
Vict. c. 234), transferred the Society's lands. Collections, and 
Library to the Government, in consideration of which the Society 
was to receive 10,000Z.*

DUBLIN ROYAL COLLEGE OF SCIENCE. • 

Tlie early history of this Institution is given under the Science Bariyhistoiy 
and -A.rt Museum, Dublin, see p. 64. It will be seen that when 
tlie Committee of the House of Commons in 1864 recommended, 
in opposition to the Treasury Commission of 1862, that the 
" Museum of Irish Industry and School of Science applied to 
** Jkfimng and the Arts," — as the Institution on St. Stephen's 
Green was then termed — should be maintained, it was decided 
to enlarge the scope of the School and to make it a thoroughly 
efiGLcient College of Science. A Commission, of which the late 
JLiord Rosse was Chairman, was appointed to frame the scheme Lord Roue's 
of instruction. The other members of the Commission were : — Commission. 
Lord Talbot de Malahide, Mr. W. B. Carpenter, the Rev. B. M. 
Co^wie, Mr. John Fowler, Professor E. Frankland, Mr. W. H. Gre- 
gory, M.P., Colonel H. D. Harness, Professor A. W. Hofmann, 
Professor T. H. Huxley, Mr. J. Beete Jukes, Sir Robert Kane, 
Mr. Myles O'Reilly, Professor Lyon Playiair, General G. Sabine, 
R.A., Mr. Warington W. Smyth, Professor W. K. Sullivan, Pro- .

The Royal College of Science supplies, as far as practicable, co^^ot 
a complete course of instruction in Science applicable to the science. 
Industrial Arts, especially those which may be classed broadly 
under the heads of Mining, Engineering, and Manufactures, 
and is intended also to aid in the instruction of Teachers for 
the local Schools of Science. 

Students may enter as Associates or Non- Associates. By

the subjects taught during each year, and must pass with credit 

in certain subjects of the third year's courses in order to obtain 

the Diploma.

The session is divided into two 

terms, the first commences early in October and the second on 

the first Monday in February. 
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The Parliamentary grant of SOOl. for the educational purposes 
the Academy is paid through the Science and Art Depart- 
mt, and since 1862 the Academy has reported annually to it. 
The Exhibitions of the Academy, to which any person may 
itribute, are held annually, and comprise works of painting, 
Jpture, drawing, and modelling, designs in architecture, 
i unpublished engravings.
